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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR L114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 3/15/07 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 9, 1 7, 18, 19 and 20 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Claim 17, lines 2-3, "comprising steps of should be -comprising the steps of-. 

b. Claim 1 7, line 8, "(2*) f a revolution" should be «(2ii) of a revolution-. 

c. Claim 17, lines 13-14, "in accumulative manner" should be -in an accumulative 
manner-. 

d. Claim 19, line 4, it is suggested that 'frequency error correcting" be changed to 
—frequency error corrector- or —frequency error correcting device— or other similar 
language to denote that it is an element of the reverse spreading device. 

e. Dependent claims 9, 1 8 and 19 inherit the deficiencies of their respective 
independent claims 17 and 19. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 9 and 1 7-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objections set forth in this Office action.
